Girr, the blind, deaf and formerly mute 
pupil in the New York Institution For 
the Instruction of the Deaf and Dumb. 
Her progress is considered by her in- 
structors more remarkable than that of 
Helen Keller, the famous pupil of Rad- 
cliffe college, says the New York World. 


Miss McGirr has been taught to ar- 


ticulate and the perfection which she 
has attained in speech surpasses that 
possessed by Helen Keller. She was 
greatly excited when her instructor ap- 
peared the other morning and was anx- 
ious to know how her salutatory ad- 
dress and an essay delivered the night 
before at the graduating exercises had 
been i-eeeived. Her hand trembled as 
she stretched it forth to receive on the 
sensitive palin and' fingers the reply to 
her questions. 
Almost as swift as 


speech, messages •« ere conveyed to her 
of her triumph. She laughed like a 
happy child. 


Persons who have witnessed Miss 


McGirr's powers for the first time can 
scarcely comprehend theiu.. Although 
totally blind and deaf, her mind sight 
and her ability to receive communica- 
tions through her hand apparently 
serve nearly all the purposes of eyes 
and ears. 
She was dumb until five 


years ago, but has been taught to ar- 
ticulate distinctly. 


Miss McGirr is twenty-two years old. 


She has dark hair, and although her 
eyes are sightless there is a luminant 
expression in her face which dispels 
the impression that she is blind. Her

could converse with the pupils here 
The first book I studied here was a 
child's history of the United States. 
My teacher put iny Scripture lessons in 
moon (a raised type for the blind) for 
me. I soon became familiar with al! 
the Bible stories. 


"I learned line (raised letters) from 


common glass bottles. For several 
years I bad no books to read, except 
the old ones m modn typo. Two year's 
aw I learned to use a typewriter ami 
recited most of m}' lessons vritb it.

Dr Bowen wrote under date of May 


27: ''We have been having- serious trou- 
ble with the department of public cdu 
cation. The censor objected to the 
word Macedonia in tlie New Testr 
nient, and our applications for permits 
have been subjected to longer and 
more unreasonable delays than ever 
were kuo\\ n previously." 


This year, it appears, the permits of 


four of the dialect editions, of which 
the society publishes eight or ten, with 
single and parallel texts, must be re- 
newed, and, where it has generally tak- 
en three or four days for tbe editions 
to go through the censor's office in the 
department of public education, in this 
instance a delay of four months has 
been encountered. 


Several of the specific objections =re 


noted in Dr. Bowen's letter. In one in 
stance of re\ ision in tlie phrase. "There 
shall not be left here," the "here" was, 
objected to because it bad not np 
peared in an earlier edition. In Jcin 
vi, 40, there was a marginal interpreta- 
tion of the phrase "of him tbat sent 
me" to tbe effect that the "him" meant 
"my Father." This also was objected 
to becaflse it haB not appeared earlier. 


In the case mentioned in the London 


dispatch objection was made to the 
word Macedonia in TUessalonians i, 7 
and S, nud iv, 10. The first of these 
passages read: 


So that ye were ensamples to all that 
believe in Macedonia and Achala. 
For from you sounded out the word of 
:he Lord not only from Macedonia, etc. 


The second reference was: 
And indeed ye do it toward all the 
brethren which are in Macedonia. 


In this case it is explained that the 


villayet or state of Salonika covers the 
erritory in which was situated Ibes- 
salonica of Bible times, and tbe ad- 
oining villayet of Monastir was trav- 
ersed by Paul on his journeys through 
Macedonia. The objection in this case 
s apparently to the use of tbe bistonc 
vord Macedonia instead of tbe modern 
erms Salonika and Monastir, which, it 
s pointed out, have absolutely no Bible 
ignificance. 
/ 


Dr, Haven would not comment upon 
he action of tbe Turkish censor nor 
ay what the probable action of the 
Bible society would be. He told, bow- 
ver, of other experiences of the soci- 
ety at the bands of the Turkish gov- 
ernment, one in the case of a map of 
the eastern end of the Mediterranean 
in which Egypt was designated in red 
lines and Turkey in green lines. Tbe 
Turkish government objected to the 
color of Egypt on the ground that the 
red signified that it was in tbe British 
sphere of influence. 


Another instance mentioned by Dr. 


Haven had to do with the phrase, 
"Christ came to save sinners." This 
was objected to most strenuously on 
tbe ground tbat Mohammedan sinners 
ought to be exempt from Christian sal- 
vation, and it was ordered that the line 
be changed to read, "Christ came to 
save Christian sinners." This difficulty 
was eventually obviated. 


In case the committee of the Bible 


society decides to take action in the 
present embarrassment, as Is coriMd- 
ered likely, the appeal will probably be 
through the British and American min- 
isters at Constantinople, who in turn 
would 'take the matter up with the 
vizier as head of the private council, of 
which also tho minister of public edu- 
cation is a member. The official in tho 
latter portfolio is at present Djedel 
Bey, but it is not known whether the 
acts of censorship which nre spoken of 
at present come from him directly or 
from some subordinate.
